Whether  used  in  groups  in  a  kennel  or  singly  for  a  pet 
in  the  backyard,  this  dog  house  is  relatively  simple  and 
economical  to  build.  When  used  as  a  kennel,  a  circular 
arrangement  of  about  10  houses  would  enclose  the 
necessary  exercise  space  with  the  least  amount  of 
material. 

For  sanitation,  a  central  water  outlet  and  an  out- 
sloped  concrete  base  would  permit  efficient  washing  of 
a  kennel.  An  optional  feature  of  the  plan  is  a  swing-out 
door  on  one  side  for  convenient  cleaning  of  the  in- 
terior. 

The  front  roof  overhang  provides  adequate  protec- 
tion from  the  weather.  An  inch-wide  (2.5-cm)  molding, 
attached  where  the  roof  and  sides  join,  prevents  drafts 
and  moisture  from  entering.  The  roof  may  be  secured 
by  simple  cabin  hooks  anchored  to  the  sides. 

Basic  side  and  roof  construction  is  of  half-inch 
(1.3-cm)  thick  plywood  which,   if  desired,  could   be 


covered  with  shingles  or  siding.  For  additional  strength, 
the  floors  should  consist  of  3/4-inch  (1.9-cm)  thick 
plywood. 

Diagrams  of  plywood  cut-outs  show  how  a  house 
could  be  built  by  using  no  more  than  1.5  sheets  of 
plywood. 

Complete  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Extension  agricultural  engineer  at  your  State  land- 
grant  university.  A  small  charge  may  be  made  to  cover 
the  cost  of  printing.
